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Plans for American Dental Association 
Meeting Completed 


Chicago Hangs Out the Welcome Sign 


The Illinois State Dental Society and 
the Chicago Dental Society will act as 
joint hosts to the American Dental Asso- 
ciation for five days beginning September 
13. The preliminary program is complete 
and appears in the current issue of the 
Journal. Over 75 essayists and nearly 200 
clinicians will participate in the scientific 
sessions which will be held at the Hotel 
Stevens. These essayists and clinicians 
have been carefully selected and repre- 
sent the best talent that the country af- 


fords. Every phase of dentistry will be- 


touched upon and the latest develop- 
ments in dental research will be pre- 
sented. 

Arrangements have been made for a 
total of 234 exhibit booths for the com- 
mercial exhibits at the Stevens as well as 
some 100 scientific exhibits from near 
and far. 

The first event of the program is the 
golf tournament which gets under way, 
Monday, September 13, under the 
auspices of the American Dental Golf 
Association. Any member in good stand- 
ing of the American Dental Association 
may become a member of the Golf As- 
sociation upon payment of dues. The 
tournament will be held at the beautiful 
Olympia Fields Country Club in Chicago 
Heights, which is easily accessible to Chi- 
cago’s Loop. Preceding the tournament 
on Sunday, September 12, there will be 
the colorful and highly interesting Cal- 
cutta Pool at the Blackstone. In this event

HOUSE OF DELEGATES 


The House of Delegates will hold its 
meetings at the Sherman Hotel, far from 
the maddening crowd. For the conveni- 
ence and comfort of the delegates, the 
general secretary, Dr. Harold Hillen- 
brand, has arranged for desks to be set up 
so that each delegate will have plenty of 
elbow room. The arrangement will be 
similar to the one inaugurated for the first 
time at the Boston meeting and which 
met with such unanimous approval. Page 
boys will be on hand with microphones 
so that whatever is said can be heard by 
everyone in the room. 

The delegates have considerable busi- 
ness to accomplish, not the least of which 
is the task of balancing the budget which 
missed the mark last year by some $300,- 
ooo.

The Cali- 
fornia Plan which calls for a reduction in 
the size of the House will undoubtedly be 
discussed at considerable length.

He and his committee 
have been hard at work since the first of 
the year and are determined to make the 
89th annual meeting an outstanding suc- 
cess. 
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EDITORIAL 


THE ROSTER—A NECESSARY EVIL 


From time to time complaints have been registered by members of the Chi- 
cago Dental Society relative to the cluttering up (as someone phrased it) of 
the pages of this magazine during the summer months with the membership 
roster. Many readers apparently feel that the magazine might better devote 
itself to the dissemination of scientific knowledge throughout the entire year. 


The publication of the roster, however, does serve a useful purpose besides 
giving the editorial staff a break, and by carrying it in the regular issues of the 
magazine we save considerable money. The names that appear in the roster 
are taken from the files of the Central Office. Not infrequently mistakes occur 
either in the spelling of the name or in the address, which prove embarrassing 
if not discovered. And the only way these mistakes can be discovered is by 
having each member check for himself. 


This year we are cutting down materially on the number of issues that carry 
the roster. As a matter of fact, there will be just one-half as many. We hope 
you'll like it. 

And while on this business of discussing the magazine, it seems apropos to 
toss in a word of commendation for the printer. During the recent emergency 
when union shops had to depend upon the vari-typer, our printer had the work 
done by compositors at considerable cost to himself. Only two issues of the 
FoRTNIGHTLY were set in vari-type and, as everyone knows, the compositors 
did not return to work until June 28. 


MANPOWER SHORTAGE 


The powers that be in Washington are getting all hot and bothered about 
the possibility of a shortage of dentists in the armed forces. The original plan 
which was considered by Congress made all dentists up to forty-five years of 
age subject to immediate call. This plan was shelved during the last days of 
Congress, and it now appears that the provisions of the Selective Service Law, 
calling for the drafting of dentists up to twenty-six years of age, would prevail. 


Both the Army and the Air Forces, however, are operating far below their 
normal requirements, according to a recent A.D.A. release, and: the situation 
has become so dire that unless additional dental officers are recruited the 
operation of the Selective Service Law will be definitely impaired. The Selec- 
tive Service Law states that “no person shall be inducted for training and 
service until adequate provision shall have been made for . . . medical care and 
hospital accommodations for such persons.” If the Dental Corps is unable to 
carry its share of the medical load, the drafting of soldiers would have to be 
curtailed. In that case, it is more than likely that the original plan of making all 
dentists up to forty-five years of age subject to call will be reconsidered. 
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INFANTILE PARALYSIS 


The most dangerous time of the year for children is here and infantile paraly- 
sis is on the march again.. Whatever the dentist can do to publicize the preven- 
tive measures of this dread malady will help cut down its incidence materially. 
Our medical confreres may indulge in a bit of guesswork as to the mode of 
entry of the elusive polio virus, but they are not guessing when they lay down 
certain rules for parents to follow if they wish their children to stay out of 
trouble. 


Extreme fatigue makes a child more susceptible to polio so that strenuous 
play, late hours or swimming in very cold water should be avoided. Mingling 
with crowds in the theater or in buses and trains is fraught with danger. Very 
likely, and this is where the dentist comes into the picture, mouth and throat 
surgery should be postponed, if at all possible, whenever the disease is rampant. 
If, despite all these precautions, a child develops certain symptoms, such as 
fever, headache, nausea, upset stomach or muscle soreness, he should be taken 
immediately to a physician. Infantile paralysis starts in much the same manner 
as do many other childhood diseases. It is no respecter of persons, it hits rich 
and poor alike. One cannot be too careful. 


TAILOR-MADE SAVINGS 


There is no question that most professional men are busier today than ever 
before. Consequently they are making more money and have more money to 
invest. They no doubt try at least to invest their surplus funds in a manner that 
will insure safety and at the same time bring a fair return. Unfortunately, all 
too often the men who enjoy good practices are not sound investors. To use the 
vernacular, they are apt to be suckers for the promoter, whether he is selling 
stock in an oil well or a gold mine. Some of them hit the jackpot, but the vast 
majority lose their shirts. 


Fortunately there is a mode of investment that is ideally fitted for the busy 
professional man. It is called the Bond-A-Month Plan and nearly every bank 
in the country is enrolled in it. All one need.do is to authorize the bank to 
deduct a given amount each month from his checking account and purchase 
U. S. Savings Bonds. It is a completely automatic savings system and over a 
period of years the accumulations are amazing. 


Supposing, for example, one decides to put aside a hundred and fifty dollars’ 
worth of E bonds every month for ten years and reinvest at maturity. He will 
have invested $18,000 and will get back $200 per month for ten years, or a 
total of $24,000. Not bad! And if an emergency should arise, the bonds are 
redeemable in cash or they maké excellent security for a loan. 
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Question: What characteristics of le- 
sions of the mouth would make you sus- 
picious of a malignant tumor? 

Answer: Never be sure of any lesion 
of the mouth as being a benign affair. 
The more nearly the appearance of the 
lesion resembles the surrounding tissue, 
which you know to be normal, the more 
benign the lesion tends to be. Benign tu- 
mors differ from the malignant type, as 
a rule, by the fact that the former are 
usually rather soft in texture, peduncu- 
lated, and react only in a very limited 
area; but a microscopic examination is 
the most positive of the diagnostic tests. 
Lesions which remain over a period of 
three or more weeks in an ulcer form 
should be classed as suspicious of being 
malignant. 

Malignant tumors may occur in the 
form of ulcers with rather firm margins, 
resist mild treatments, or as swellings of 
single character or multiple papilloma- 
tous wartlike tumors with a sessile base. 

Question: Would you advise scaling 
teeth and trying to treat an ulcer of the 
mouth before taking a biopsy? 

Answer: If the ulcer was adjoining 
teeth which were definitely known to be 
associated with a pyorrhea condition and 
the soft tissues were rather soft in texture, 
it might be all right to scale and treat, 
but if the soft tissue margins are rather 
firm and have been present for a period 
of three weeks or a month without tend- 
ing to heal, I would advise a biopsy. 

Question: In cases of carcinoma of the 
mouth where teeth are found to be with- 
in the area of the tumor mass, would you 
extract the teeth before directing treat- 
ment toward the tumor itself? 

Answer: Any surgical manipulation of 
the tumor tissue tends to aggravate the 
condition and we have reason to believe 
it increases the possibility of metastases. 
Removal of a tooth from such an area is

frequently associated with severe hemor. 
rhage which requires even more manipu- 
lation. When surgery is indicated, the 
teeth involved should be removed with 
the section of bone which is involved. If 
irradiation therapy is to be used, perhaps 
it would be well to consider the technic 
being employed in the Tumor Clinic at 
the Cook County Hospital in Chicago, 
where the x-ray therapy is started and 
when an accumulative dose of from 1200 
to 1400 roentgen units has been given, the 
teeth are removed and the therapy con. 
tinued. (This technic is in the experi- 
mental stages as yet, but it does seem to 
have value.) 

Question: Do you prefer x-ray and ra- 
dium therapy to surgical removal of 
these tumors? 

Answer: The days of preferred irradia- 
tion to surgery are past. Nowadays tu- 
mors are Classified either from their 
microscopic examination or from the ex- 
perience of the doctor who is responsi- 
ble for the case. Some tumors are so ray 
sensitive that surgery is simply not indi- 
cated, while others are so resistant to 
rays that surgery is the procedure of 
choice. Other tumors require a combined 
treatment of both irradiation and sur- 
gery. The age of the patient, type 
of tumor cell, extent of the tissues in- 
volved when the patient submits for 
treatment, and the rapidity of tumor 
growth are a few of the additional fac- 
tors to be considered when outlining a 
course of therapy. No longer do we look 
upon the small tumors as calling for sur- 
gery and the larger growths as being lim- 
ited to x-ray or radium therapy, because 
quite frequently the opposite will be 
found the more practical. 

Question: How do you make a diag- 
nosis of carcinoma when it is within the 
bone? 

Answer: Rarely can the diagnosis of 
carcinoma be made by roentgen examina- 
tion alone except when there is definite 
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evidence of bone destruction and even 
then one can merely say that the radio- 

reveal a characteristic of a malig- 
nancy. The microscopic examination is 
the only positive means of making a diag- 
nosis and, therefore, a biopsy should be 
obtained. 

Question: Patients of advancing years 
frequently present with lips which seem 
to scale off easily leaving a small sore 
that takes a little longer than -usual to 
heal. How do you care for such cases? 

Answer: Removal of all the mucous 
membrane from the lingual margin of 
the contact zone of the lip to the vermil- 
ion border, followed by suturing the lin- 
gual border of the wound to the skin 
margin, will undoubtedly prove most sat- 
isfactory. (This has been done at the 
Mayo Clinic for some time and has prov- 
en very satisfactory. Others may be per- 
forming such operations, but we have not 
learned of their conclusions regarding the 
procedure.) We believe the operation has 
more to offer the patient than any other 
form of therapy. 

Question: How long does it take: for 
the effect of radium or x-ray to wear off 
before dentures may be fitted? 

Answer: This problem varies with the 
amount of irradiation that has been 
given as well as the percentage of Beta 
rays used. In general, following an aver- 
age heavy course of irradiation therapy, 
it would be well to delay fitting dentures 
for at least two years and even then it is 
advisable to keep very close track of the 
patient by examinations every two weeks 
or less, if necessary, for a few months, lest 
the tissues start breaking down. In the 
event the tissues do start breaking down, 
the patient should discontinue wearing 
the dentures for some time longer. 

Question: How long do you keep 
track of your patients by re-examination 
after you believe them to be cured? 

Answer: That word “cured” should 
not be used in connection with the hand- 
ling of patients who have suffered from 
a malignant tumor, not because they can- 
not be cured, but because these diseases 


may recur or new ones start. It is much 
better to consider the patient’s condi- 
tion as showing no evidence of malignant 
disease. They should be examined every 
week or two for at least three months, 
every month for two or three years, and 
then every six months for the next five 
years. Some times the character of the 
primary tumor requires even more fre- 
quent examinations, while others may be 
delayed a little longer; but in general it 
is well to keep tract of the patient for at 
least ten or even more years. 

Question: What is the relation of the 
products of the atom bomb laboratories 
to the treatment of cancer and how are 
they being used in cancer research? 

Answer: By use of the uranium irradia- 
tion “pile” as a means of producing iso- 
topes of many other elements, such as 
iodine, phosphorus and sulphur, which 
can be utilized in the form of medicine, 
the hope is to either reduce the activity 
or destroy pathological tissues within the 
body. Experiments to date have estab- 
lished some important facts with greater 
hope in future developments. 

The tracer isotopes are used as a 
means of finding where certain elements, 
such as calcium, go in the animal and 
human bodies with a view to finding out 
how the element is utilized. This is a 
new approach to the study of physiology. 
It is believed that this additional informa- 
tion will become an important key to a 
more thorough understanding of patho- 
logical changes, some of which will relate 
to malignant tumors. 

Future scientific developments may 
prove our present methods of treating 
cancer to be all wrong, but until we do 
have new and better ways of coping with 
this group of diseases, we must continue 
to attempt to destroy them. Men on the 
Research Fronts have found many acids 
within the human body which are can- 
cer producing chemicals. It is my sincere 
hope that somehow, in some way, they 
will find a way to neutralize, to dilute 
these acids and prevent cancers from ever 
developing.

CANCER LECTURE COURSE 
AT ILLINOIS 


The University of Illinois College of 
Dentistry will sponsor a course in the 
fall dealing with the diagnosis and treat- 
ment of cancer. The course is scheduled 
for six consecutive Wednesday evenings 
from 7:30 to 9:30 and will begin on 
Wednesday, October 6. 

The course has been organized in re- 
sponse to a growing recognition of the 
need for early oral diagnosis in cancer 
control and will place especial emphasis 
on the characteristics and differential 
diagnosis of oral lesions. It will include 
lectures on cancer research, surgical and 
radiation treatment, and surgical and 
prosthetic reconstruction. The final pe- 
riod on November 10 will be devoted to 
a round table discussion. 

The tuition charge for the course has 
been waived through the courtesy of the 
American Cancer Society. Dr. Bernard 
G. Sarnat, head of the department of 
oral and maxillofacial surgery, will be 
in charge of the course and arrangements 
are being considered for the transmission 
of the lectures by telephone to groups of 
dentists and physicians who reside outside 


‘of Chicago. Further information and

NATIONAL DENTAL RESEARCH 
ACT PASSES 


The 80th Congress passed Public Law 
755, the National Dental Research Act, 
at its last session and the law has been 
approved by President Truman. Repre- 
sentative Walter E. Brehm of Ohio, 4 
dentist, was responsible in a large meas- 
ure for its passage. The law sets up 4 
National Institute of Dental Research, 
provides for an advisory council with 
twelve non-federal members, and author 
izes $2,000,000 for the Institute structure 
and equipment. 
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DENTAL HEALTH EXHIBIT AT 
cooK COUNTY FAIR 


Dr. J. Roy Blayney, Chariman of the 
Committee on Dental Health Education, 
announces that plans have been com- 
pleted for a bitewing x-ray examination 
exhibit at the Cook County Fair, which 
will be held in and about Soldier Field 
from August 27 through September 6. 

This demonstration exhibit will por- 
tray in an excellent manner the need for 
x-ray examinations in providing adequate 
dental care. The exhibit is co-sponsored 
by the Committee on Dental Health Edu- 
cation of the Chicago Dental Society and 
the Illinois Division of Public Health 
Dentistry. Dr. John E. Chrietzberg, Chief 
of that Division, is providing two x-ray 
machines and three technicians for the 
duration of the Fair. 

Children who have application forms 
signed by their parents will be x-rayed in 
full view of audiences passing by the 
various exhibits. A two film mount will 
be mailed to the parent of each child 
with instructions to take the films to the 
family dentist for interpretation. A return 
form is provided for the dentist to indi- 
cate any dental care that is given as a 
result of the x-ray examination. 

This exhibit of the Committee on Den- 
tal Health Education will be held on the 
balcony at the south end of the Soldier 
Field Stadium. The management of the 
Cook County Fair is to be commended 
for its health-mindedness in making space 
available to qualified health agencies. 

The Fair is open daily from 9 a.m. to 
9 p.m. All members of the Chicago Den- 
tal Society are cordially invited to visit 
the exhibit and observe one of the activi- 
ties of the Committee on Dental Health 
Education. 


MINOR ORAL SURGERY 
REFRESHER COURSE 


The University of Illinois, College of 
Dentistry, is offering a postgraduate re- 
fresher course in minor oral surgery of 
four weeks’ duration. The first session 
will run from October 18 to November 


12, 1948, and the second one from Feb- 
ruary 21 to March 18, 1949. 

This course is designed primarily for 
the general practitioner and will consist 
of didactic and clinical construction. The 
didactic work will cover the essentials of 
oral and maxillofacial surgery. 

A chance will be given to each student 
to participate actively in the minor oral 
surgery clinic, although the more difficult 
cases will be demonstrated by faculty 
members of the College of Dentistry. 

Registration will be limited to four 
students in each class and the course is 
offered under the G. I. bill of rights.

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COUNTY HOSPITAL 
X-RAYS PATIENTS 


Cook County Hospital has taken a no- 
table step forward in efforts to stamp out 
T.B. by adopting a policy for the routine 
chest x-raying of all applicants for ad- 
mission to the hospital. 

In the first month of operation over 
eleven percent of the films showed sus- 
picion of pathology of which 4.2 percent 
indicated tuberculosis. Volume of appli- 
cants at the hosptial ranges between 500 
to 1000 per day. 


CHICAGO’S HOUSING PROBLEM 


The Chicago Plan Commission esti- 
nates that there are 100,000 more fami- 
lies in Chicago than dwelling units, and 
100,000 dwellings now occupied are 
judged unfit for occupancy. The twenty- 
three square miles of slums and blighted 
areas are occupied by 840,000 persons 
living in 240,000 dwelling units, many 
unfit for habitation. Our veterans still 
live in quonsets, shacks and trailers or 
have moved in with in-laws. According 
to the 1947 United States Census Survey, 
Chicago has the lowest housing vacancy 
rate of any large city in the country. 
There are 150,000 families without baths, 
82,000 families have no toilets or baths, 
4,000 have outside toilets or none at all, 
17,000 have no place to cook, and 5,000 
have no electric lights. 


NAVAL BULLETIN PRESENTS 
DENTAL ACTIVITIES 


The Ninth Naval District News Letter 
and Bulletin, which is published weekly 
at Great Lakes, devoted most of its July 
5 issue to dental activities. The News Let- 
ter of that week was mailed to every 
Reserve Dental Officer residing in the 
Ninth District. The following items were 
gleaned from thé Letter: 

The Great Lakes U. S. Naval Dental 
Technicians School was opened officially 
on June 26 and, in the first large scale 
outdoor inspection and review of the 
season, Rear Admiral J. Cary Jones, 
USN, Commandant Ninth Naval Dis- 
trict, the reviewing officer, stated that it 
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was a great step forward in the contip. 
uing progress of naval dentistry. Dean 
Freeman of Northwestern participated 
in the ceremony. The school for dental 
technicians has a capacity of 150 students 
and gives a sixteen week course in Gep. 
eral Dental Technology. This course pre. 
pares students to assist dental officers at 
the chair, do oral prophylaxis, and proc. 
ess X-rays. 

Dental postgraduate (intern-type) 
training is being made available to a 
limited number of recent graduates in 
dentistry who will accept appointment 
in the rank of lieutenant (jg) in the Den. 
tal Corps of the Regular Navy. The first 
course will commence on August 23, 
1948. 

A mobile dental unit is now being used 
to bring dental treatment to some 1150 
naval personnel throughout the westem 
part of the District. The unit is equipped 
for all types of dental operations, includ. 
ing oral surgery. 

Vacancies still exist in the Regular 
Navy Dental Corps. Recent legislation 
provides that officers appointed in the 
dental corps prior to September 1, 1952, 
and dental officers of the Naval Reserve 
who volunteer prior to that date and are 
accepted for active duty for one year or 
longer, shall be entitled to receive $100.00 
a month in addition to their regular al- 
lowances. At the present time, civilian 
dentists desiring appointment in the Den- 
tal Corps of the Navy are not required 
to present themselves for the extensive 
professional examinations heretofore re 
quired for appointment. The current 
professional examination consists of a te- 
view of transcripts of scholastic records, 
and other credentials, by a board of den- 
tal officers in the Navy Department. 

Fourteen days’ training duty is offered 
every 9th District Reserve Officer during 
the fiscal year which will end June 30, 
1949. Reserve Dental Officers may t 
quest this training duty with the Dental 
Department Administrative Command, 
USN-TC, Great Lakes, Illinois, or with 
the Dental Department, U.S. Naval Hoe 
pital, Great Lakes, Illinois.
